rather as a traveller then as a politician, 
The reason of the light texture of this 
work is easily explained by the writer's 
many-sidedness. His Indian financial 
statements laid before the House of 
Commons wero elaborate studies of the 
proseat and probable futuro of India. 
They displayed wonderful grasp of 
various detail, and admirable power of 
close‘ and clear arrangement. But it 
seomod'to him, as a past (and possibly 
fature) Indian official taking a holiday 
trip throngh the country with which he 
had ‘been associated, that hoe waa. not
